5. Regarding the claims, applicant's arguments with respect to the Stiehl and Camahan 
reference are persuasive, thus the rejections have been withdrawn. 

6. Regarding claim 1, none of the prior art of record specifies or makes obvious a FAIMS 
apparatus for separating a mixture, namely the combination of the specific positioning of the first 
and second electrode portions in combination with the particular elements of the claimed 
controller, along with the other claimed elements. Applicant's arguments on pages 9-10 of the 
remarks filed on August 10, 2007 are persuasive. 

7. Similarly, regarding claim 11, none of the prior art of record specifies or makes obvious a 
FAIMS apparatus for separating a mixture, namely the combination of the specific positioning of 
the first and second rod shaped electrodes in combination with the particular elements of the 
claimed controller, along with the other claimed elements. Applicant's arguments on pages 9-10
